Summary 


A female specimen of Ulothrichopus macula (Hampson), as figured above, was collected at mountain- 
side of Amami-Oshima Is. in August 1967. This is a northernmost record of capture, and that island 
may be a northernmost habitat of this Indo-Malayan species. It was already known from the mount
